The following sgcount of the ori 
clesinstical Saciety, in Southington, is taken from the 
old church inandal printed in IS69 ‘This statement 
was prepared by Rotueo Lowrey, lsc. 


ORIGIN, 

© The early records of this Chureb, and of the So- 
ciety, for many seus after the setdement of Mir Cur 
tiss in 1728, are very imperfect; and there is no reeore 
extaut. ¢ither of the Church or Society, trom the time 
the Society was ineorporated until | 

Prior to 1721. the territory comprised within the 
present limite of the town of Southington was inhili- 
ted by afew tiimili They were probably a. part of 
the original proprietors of Marmington, or their de- 
secudants. They attended upon the preaching of Rev. 
Siumiuel Whitinan, who was then the settled minister in 
tnington, and paid their taxes there for the snpport 
of religious worship. They were edled ‘the Farmers 
south of the Town. aud sometimes ‘the Southern 
Fanuers The it inconvenience of attending pub- 
Worship it so great a distanee, especially inthe win 
season. Tidueedl the Southern Furmers te apply to 
the Society in Farmington, for the privilege of settine 
Upa teeting among Chemschyes in the winter season: 
amlata Society aeeting beld in Farmington Decem- 
ber IS. 1721, the following vote was passed 

“That in consideration of the Farmers seuth of 
the Town, having hired Mr Buek to preach mimo 
them this winter season, to abate the said Farmers onc 
Uhird partet each their proportion, towards the pity 
ment of Mr, Whitninn’s rate.’ 

The following year, December 19, 1722, a similar 
Vote was passed, abating, however. one-half of the tax 
payable by them to Mr. Whitnian, Upon condition this 
the said Farmers hire a minister te preach among thera 
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three months in the winter season. And at the same 
meeting. upon the application of the Southern Farmers, 
a committee was appointed to consider and make re- 
port, upon the propriety of said Southern Farmers con- 
stituting a ministerial Sucicty among themselves. ‘This 
conimittes consisted of Mr. John Hooker Samuel 
Wadsworth, and Samuel Newell, who, at a meeting of 
ve Society held in Farmington, Dee. 26, 1725, made 
their report, in whieh they say, That having eousid- 
ered the application of the iers south of the Town 
to become a distinet ministerial Society by themselves, 
they are of apinion that cousidering the weakness and 
inability af de Farmers at the present, it is nearest 
their duty to eontent themselves in the way they are 
now in, for another year or years; yet they we willing 
to give them all reasonable encouragement S60 soon as 
they areable. But if nothing else will content: them 
hut te become 2 distinet Society now, and a omeajor part 
iall see fit to gratily them. that they ought to be set 
olf, subject to certain conditions.” Among these con- 
ditions was this, that the new Society at their first 
meeting, shonkd fix upen a place for a meeting house, 
and should lay a tax suilicient to raise the sum of one 
hundred and’ fitty pounds, current money, which 
should be carefully laid out in building the first meet- 
ing-house. 

‘The question being put to the Society, if they 
consented that the Sonthern Farmers might bea min- 
isterial Soviety, according to the terms of said report, 
the answer thereto was in the aflirmative by a clear 
majer vote!” 

This vote was passed Dee. 26, 1723; and at the 
next session of the General Assembly, the following 
petition was presented in’ behalf of said Southern 
Farmers + 
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Io the Honorable the General Assembly, siting at Hartford, 
May the 14th, W724.

that the first Society in Farmington, (to which we at 
ent belong,) at their meeting the 26th of December, 
1723, solemnly reflecting upon our extreme remoteness 
from the place of God’s public worship, &ec., granted us 
their consent to be 2 Society of oursel ves. 

Whereupon we entrent your Honors to grant us 
the privilege of a parish, within the following beunds, 
that is, all that division of land ealled and known by 
the name of the Division South from the town, between 
the mountains; to abut on the east and west bounds of 
said division, east and west ; south to the extent of the 
pounds of said Farmington ; northwurd se far ag said 
division extends, ineluding those three famftfes, Sam- 
uel Stanley, Joseph Andrus, and Jolin Andrus, east- 
ward of that called the Pond river, on that called re- 
served land, at the northeast corner of said division. 

BENS. DENTON, for himself and the rest.

This petition was granted by the General Assem- 
bly, and a bijl in form passed, imeerporating said in- 
habitants ag a separate Society, but it does not appear 
that any other corporate name was given to the Society, 
than the one mentioned in the loregoing petition ; but 
the limits ef the Society have remained as they were 
then established, with the exception of sonte little alter- 
ation in the eastern boundary, uiade in about the year 
1740. ‘ 

At a-meeting of the Society held’ in 1726, Samuel 
Andrus being clerk, a vote was tiken, appainting 
James Pike as their agent, on behaif of himselfand the 
rest uf suid Suciety, to petition the Legislature fer lib- 
erty to luy a tax af two pence on the vere, on non-resi- 
dents’ lnids. In complianee with his instructions, he 
presented his petition to the General Assenibly in 17 ( 
in which it is stuted, ‘that through the great indul- 
gence of the Assembly, they have laid Uhe foundation. 
of n new Society for their attendance on public wor- 
ship, that they have already been in considerable ad- 
vunce towards secoumedating a gospel nunister in hi 
settlement, and that much now must of necessity be 
advanced, in building a mecting-house, niinister’s 
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house, and other things requisite fur a Society ; that as 
it is the conmion fate of new heginuing sacieties, so we 
wanting money to carry ou those aflairs; trem your 
Honors wonted goodness in such eases, are emboldened 
to make this address, that is, to lay a tax of two-pence 
on the sere. on nou-residents’ lands.’ 

This petition was ited, and they were aulbor- 
ized to levy a tax of one penny on the acre lor twelve 
years, on the lands of non-residents, and at the sitme 
time the name of Sonthington was established by the 
General Assembly as the name of the Society 

From these fiets it appears that the Society at its 
first organizition was small aud tveble. yet they pro- 
ceeded at onee to build their meeting house. which was 
erected at the sontheast part of the burying-cremud, 
about one mile north of the present mecting-house. 
The house was small, as appears by the timbers. whieh 
now constitute the frame of a building uetr the centre 
of the town. ft is probable that they commenced 
Mnceting in their new house about the year 1726. a8 
they commenced burving in the graveyard near where 
the house stood about that time 

No mention is made of any minister exeepr Mr. 
Buek, betare the settlement of Me. Curtiss i 72s, The 
names of Hart, Woodruil Bornes. Upson, Duntian, 
atd Chork. occur niost frequently in the early records 
of the settlement: and some ol then were among the 
founders of the Society. aud the first members of the 
‘ehitrels. 

We @immet now the inconvenience under 
which the early setters of this Society hibored, and 
the ifiees which they iocde, in establishing and 
mainktining the religieus institutions which they have 
tresndtted tous. These were the tirst oljeets of there 
tol and care: and it shonkl be one great object to main- 
tain the fundamentsl doctrines of the Gospel, and to 
incleate Upon those who cone atter us the inijportance 
of stpporting the worship of our fathers’ God.” 
























































MERTING LWousrs. 





The former niuinal states that * the seeond meeting 
trouse of the Society was ted in W757: and stood jn 
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the center of the green, a few rods nearly west of the 
present house of worship. The corner stone of the 
present meeting house was Ini Dee 15, 1828.) The 
house was completed June S, £850; dedicated June 16, 
1880, The seriuou on the oecusion was preached by 
tev. D. 1. Ouden, frome Isaiah Gi 15. the last part of 
the verse,” nimely © 1 will make thee an eternal ex- 
cellency. a joy of many generations.” 

The church edilice still stamls substantially the sume 
as when ereeted. Same interior madifieadtions Lave 
been made, and it has been several times repaired. 

Tu 1873 a convenient addition, containing prayor- 
meeting room, parlor, and kitchen, was attached tu the 
rear of the church. The addition was nde ly move 
ing into position, aud alterine for that purpose, a build- 
ing known as the © Old Academy;” but whieh had been 
in use since 1842 for week-day religious weetings. 

[Ty 1885 the grounds about the church were much 
improved by laying emerete walks and curbing, and 
by grading and seedling down into a kuvn. 

RELIGIOUS HISTORY, 

The spiritual history of this churel has been note 
worthy. Under its able ministers it had a we aud 
steady growth, until in the vear 1863 it attained its 
maximum membership of 356, forming one of the very 
largest churches then in the stite. In November of 
that yerr sixty-three menibers were dismissed together, 
fo organize the cond Congresational ehurel at 
Plantsville. ‘The next year St more members were 
dismissal te follow then: And in all, by aetual eount, 
145 members of this chureh have been grunted Tetters 
to unite with the second church. 

Exclusive of the filty original members of whom rec- 
ord remains, the total menbership of this chureh, up 
to date, has been 2,077 persons. 

Tit PASTORS. 

Sinee the organization of the ehureh in 1728 eight 
settled pastors and one acting pustor have served this 
chureh, thns i re lie average pastorate 173 veurs. 
lhe lo {Lo patstor: vits that of Mr. Robinson, over 
dl years, amd he furthe supplied the pulpit tor a gouu 
part of three years belvre his settlement. 
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Jeremiah Curtiss was the first settled minister. He 
was chosen by the Society, July 45, 1728, and was or- 
dained Nov. 18th, at the time when it is supposed that 
the church was formally organized. The Society had 
existed independently since May 30, 1724, when by 
legislative grant it was made a parish, set off from 
Paurnington, 

Mr. Curtiss was born in Stratford, Ct.. 1706. The date 
is uncertain, but he was baptised on May 26 of that 
year. He was graduated froma Yale in 1725, ordained 
Nov. 18, 1728, and atter serving 27 yeurs as pastor wis 
dismissed in Nov. 1755. Tle was married Jan. 7, 1730, 
to Hannah, daughter of Rev. Win. Burnhian. the tirst 
pastor of Kensington. Mr. Curtiss continued to reside 
here until hia death, which occured March 2lst, 1795, 
in the SUth year of his age. 








Rev. Benjamin Chapman. the cond pastor. began to 
supply the pulpit in Dee., 1755, and was settled on the 
17th of the follawing Mare. The tine and place of 
his birth ave uncertain, fle graduated in 1764 from 
the Colleze of New Jersey. Soon alter he was licensed 
by the Liteltiel! Association. After supplying for a 
time in New Preston he came to Southington. For 
over 18 years he faithfully served thischureh. For sev-' 
eral years after his dismissian, the Ysth of Sept, 1774, 
he still frequently preached in his oft pulpit. and did 
inuch pastoral wark, He resided here until his death, 
June 26. 1786. Mr. Chapman was acirricd Jan. 5, 1756, 
to Abissil Riges of Derby, who died four years prior 
to his own ders ~ 


















Rev. William Robinson, the third pastor. begun to sup- 
ply the pulpit early in 177. During the wext two 
yeurs the Society calle tun repeatedly to settle os 
their pastor; but he declined, But finally he was per- 
suntded and accepted Noy. 15, 1779. On the 1th of 
the following January he was ordained pastor. Be- 
cause of increasing iufimuities, after a serviee of over 
41 vears, he was dismissed April 24, 1821. Ile died 
upon the 71st auniv yonf his hirth, Aug. 15, 1825, 

Mr, Robinson was born in Lebanon. Ct, was gradua- 
ted at Yale in 1773, afterwards teok a Master’s degree, 
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jn course, was licensed by the New Haven Association 

May 2%), 1776, and for two years he preached in various 

pulpits and studied in New Haven. In June. 1778, he 

wag tnadea tutor in Yale, where be evontinued until 

called and settled in Southington, He was fonr times 
| married, but survived his last wife nearly « year. 


Rev. Darvid L. Ogden, the lourth pastor. preached for 
the first time in Southington, April 22d, 1521. Qn the 
31st of the next Oetober he wag duly installed pastor. 
‘A most fruitful ministry followed, and continued for 
nearly sixteen ¥ when he was dismissed Sept. 15, 
1836. Ilis next cliarge was at Whitesboro, N. Y., then 
in Marlboro. M Resigning there he returned to 
New Haven in 1850, Here he resided until his tleath, 
often preaching as supply in diflerent places. 

Mr. Ogden was horn in Hartford. Oct. 6. 1792, educn- 
ted at Hopkins Grammar school und Yale College, 

_gradunted in the class of 1814, studied theology three 
years at Andover and one year in New Jlaven under 
Prof. Witeh. His death occurred Oct. 31st, 1863, just 
42 years from the date of bis ordination, at the age of 
71 years. Ifo was married in 1824 to Sarah A. Judson 
of Stratford, who survived him. 


Rev. Elisha C. Joucs suceceded Mr. Ogden. The 
chureh formulated a call to him Mareh 20, 1887. On 
June 28th, following, he was duly ordained. Myr. Tones 
is the only pastor who has died in the service of this 
church. ‘For #5 years he was venerated and beloved. 
His death occurred through an illness occasioned by 
exposure to cold in attending & burial service. Aged 
Gh We was born in Barklanisted. July 4, 1807 ; 
graduated at Yale in (S35 tunglit in New London two 
veurs ; 1833- studied theology in Yale Seminary ; 
licensed in May, 1835; passed six months in Union 
Theologicnl Seminary, of Virginia; and preaehed in 
the South and West. In 1536 he supplied the Second 
Congresational ehureh in New London, whence he was 
called to Southington. Mer. Jones was twice inarried, 

(1) to Miss Julia Chappeli on Sept. 17, 1835, New Lon- 
don; (2) again to Miss Jane R. Barnes, of Middletown, 
ou April 17, 1844, who still: survives him.” Atter the 
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death of Mr. Jones the pulpit was supplied tor six 
months by Rey. Alexander Hall. 


Rev. Heman PR. Timlow, the sixth pastor settled. wag 
ealled Jan. 11, 1878, and installed the 27th of Feb. Ele 
continued in oflice exactly three years. During this 
time he compiledt the “Llistory of Southinsfou.? Vr. 
Timlow was born Apr. 6, Sal, at Antity, N.Y. He 
early prepared for college, studied medicine a while, 
entered the junior clhiss in Princeton college, graduating 
in 1852. Ile taught, and stieied thedloey for uve 
years ; ordained at Dunkirk, N. ¥., Oct. Is54; was 
pastor of Harris Street Chareh Newburyport, Miss., 
1855-595 at Rhinebeek. N. Y., 1859-66 ; supdied three 5 
years Seennd Street Church in Cambridye, Mass. alse 
at Walpole for two years; then was cn editor tor a short 
time of The Christian futelligeneer; then he eame 
to Southington, After leaving here he heeame reetor 
of an Episeopal ehureh in Westville, and is now at 
Burnt tills, N.Y. Mr. Tinlow was married te Masthisn 
I. Bigelow of Bosteu, July 11, 1854.

Rev. Fredvvie L. Stevens, the eighth installed pastor, 
preached here for the first time Fel, 22, 1885.) On the 
h of the same month the churet invited bim to sup 
ply the pulpit tor three months, He havine declined 
to consider a call to sete in view of plans tor further 
study, the Society renewed an engaycment for four 
months. On Sept. 27, the ehureh extended a call to 
‘him to settle as pastor, which was accepted for the 
term of one year only, the intention being to pursue 
his fellowship studies in New Haven and abroad. A 
council was called Dee. 30, 1885, whieh both ordained 
and installed hint pastor. with full understanding of 
all the premises, tle resigned April 8, 1888, and was 
dismiissed July Est. 

Mr. Stevens was born in St. Johnsbury, Vt, May 7, 
1859. When bata ehild his parents removed toe Wj- 
hona, Minn. There he was edueated in the city schools 
and prepared for college. Ie graduated from Olivet 
College in the class of S2, attended Yale Divinity School 
in S285, was appointed on the Hooker Fellowship, 
and studied a year [886-7 in the eraduute class, but 
muuntaining the pulpit supply here the while. Ou the 
7th of Sept. ESS7, he was a. to Miss Mary 2. 
Gridley, of Southington, the ce mony oceurring in the 
ehureh.

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ADOPTION OF THE NEW CREED- 


The Confession of Faith and Covenant, adopted by 
this chnreh, November 30th. 1779. was used with but 
slight change, until the adoption of the present Creed 
and Confession of Faith, on July 3rd, 1836. 





The following extracts [rom the church records relate 
to the adoption of this Creed and Contession, 


May 1, 18: 








S6. At a special cliurch meeting of this dato it 
was voted: * Tit: counnittee of Uhree be appointed to 
dvatt artieles of Puith t Covenant d cominittee 
to report at the next church meeting, two montis 
hence.” 

Voted: that Rev. F. 1. Stevens, Dea. FL oD. Whittle- 
sey, and Dea. S. F. Guernsey, cunstitute said conunuittee, 








July 8, 1886. At a special chureli meeting of this 
date, pursuant to the report of the above committee, it 
was unaninmasty votel: ~ That the church aeeept and 
adopt as their own statement of beliet the erecd com- 
monly called the Congresational Creed, whieh wis in 
1883, reported hy a commission of the National Conn- 
cil, to the Congrezational churches of the United States 
of Amerien.” 








“Voted, that this creed © * he regarded as the standard 
of the ductrine and tenching of this ehureh ; and that it 
be presented for their substantial assent,.to all eanidi- 
dates for ndinissica ou profession of luith, at the time 
of their examination and appearance before the eou- 
mittee of the church.” 












“Voted, also, that the Confession of Faith and Cove- 
nant reparted also by this sume ereed coramission. at 
the same time, be likewise received and adopted by 
this chureh as the form to be used in the public ser- 
vice of admission of members inte the ehureh. 
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THE CREED. 


I. We believe in one God, the Father Almighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth, and of all things visible 
and invisible ; and in Jesus Christ, Mis only Son, our 
Lord, who is of one substance with the athe i by 
whom all things were made; and in the Holy Spirit, 
the Lord and Giver of life, who is sent from the Father 
and Son, wid who together with the Father maid Son is 
worshiped and glorified. 





Il. We believe that the providence of God, by whieh 
He exceutes [Tis eternal purposes in the government of 
the world. is in and over all events; yet so that the 

» freedom and responsibility of inan are not impaired, 
and sin is the act of the creature aloue. 


IIT. We believe that wan was made in the image 
of God, that he might know. leve, and obey God, and 
enjoy Hin forever; that our first parents by disohe- 
dience fell under the righteous condemmation of.God ; 
and that all men are so alienated trom God that there 
is no salvation trom the guilt and power of gin except 
through God's redeeming grace. 


IV. We believe that God would have all men re- 
turn to Tin: that to this end Te has made Himselt 
known, not only through the works of nature, the 
course of THis providence, und the consciences of men, 
but also through supernatural revelations made espec- 
ially torcehosen people, and above all. when the ful- 
hess of time was come through Jesus Christ His Son. 


_Y. We believe thal the Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments are the record of Gai’s revelation of 
Himself in the work of redemption ; that they were 
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written by men under the speeial guidance of the Holy 
Spirit; that they are able to make wise unte salvation ; 
‘ant tht they constituie the authoritative standard by 
whieh religious teaching and human conduet are to be 
regulated and judged. 


VIL We believe that the love of God to sinfil men 
has found its highest expression in the redeniptive 
work of his Son; who became man, uniting Mis divine 
nature with our hua Mattie tb One person: who was 
tempted likeothermen, yet withoutsin; who by His hu- 
aniliation. Tis) holy obcdienes, Ts guflerines, His 
death on the gross. aud Uis resurreetion. beeane a per- 
feet Redeemer; wh sacrifice of Himself for the sins 
of the warld deel thteousness of God. and is 
the sole aud sufficient ground of forgiveness and of 
reconciliation with Him. 












VIT. We believe that Jesus Christ, after Ne had 
risen from the dead, ascended inte heaven. where. as the 
one Mediatur between God and niin, [fe carries tore 
ward His work of savit wu; Unt He sends the Holy 
Spirit to convict then vf sin, and toe lead them two re- 
pentance ad fiith; and that those who through re- 
newing erace turn to righteousness, and trust in Jesus 
Christ a3 their Redeemer, receive for ilis sake the for- 
giveness of their sius, une wremade the children of Gud. 























VIIT. We believe that these whe are thus recenera- 
ted and justified, grow in sunetitied character through 
fellowship with Christ. the indweiling of the Ioly 
Spirit, and obedienve to the truth: that a hely lite is 
the fruit and evicenee of saving faith; and that the be- 
liever’s hope of continuanee in such a life is in’ the 
preserving grace of Gud. 














IX. We believe that Jesns Clirist came to establish 
mnons men the kingdom of God. the reien of truth and 
love, righteousness and peace ; that to Jesus Christ, the 
Head of this kingdom, Christians are direelly responsi-

immediate access without mediatorial or priestly in- 
tervention. 


X. We believe that the Church of Christ, invisible 
and spiritual , comprises all true believers. whose duty 
it is to associate themselves in churches. for the main- 
tenance of worship, for the promotion of spiritual 
growth and fellowship sud tor the conversion of men; 
that these churches, under the guidance of the Holy 
Scriptures, and in fellowship with one another, may 
determine—each for itself—their ore: lization. state- 
ments of belief, and forms of worships) (ppoint and 
set apart their own iinisters, ond shonhl co-operate 
in the work which Christ has committed to them for 
the furtherance of the gospel throughout the world. 






XI. We helieve in the observance of the Lord’s 
Day, as a day of holy rest and worship; in the minis- 
try of the Word; and in the two Sacraments, which 
Christ has appointed for is elitreh : Baptism, to he 
administered to believers and their children, as the 
sign of cleansing from sin. at union to Christ, and of 
the impartution of the Holy Spirit; and the Lord’s 
Supper as a svimbol of His atoning death, a seal of its 
eflicacy, and a means whereby he confirms and 
strengthens the spiritual union and communion of be- 
Hevers with Himself, 








XIT. We believe in the ultimate Prevalence of the 
kingdom of Christ over all the earth; in’ the glorious 
appearing of the greut God, and onr Saviour Jesus 
Christ ; in the resurrection of the dead; and in a final 
judgment. the issues of which are everlasting punish- 
ment and everlasting life,
